The American Policy.

Senator Lodge, of Magsachusetts, In
A current interview, states the South
American  diplomatie  situation
clearly, succinetly and patriotically
that we glve his entire language, con-
fident that we could add nothing to Iis
force and certnin that we could not
subtract from It. *“The
trine,” he says, “commitied the United
States to the principle that no new
government should be egtablished and
no new lerritory  taken posgession
of on the American continent by any
European power, It also declared that
the United States could not permit any
Independent Amerlican government to
be oppressed or Interfered with by any
power This hag been a
cardinal policy of the United States
ever since It was announced, and none
I8 of more importance to us. We rigldly
hold aloof from Buropean affalrs and in
return we Insist that Europe shall not
meddle In this hemisphere. The slight-
est abandonment of the Monroe does
trine would be not only ylelding a well-
gettled prineiple, but would be fraught
with the greatest danger to the honor,
progperity, commercial greatness and
politieal power of the United States,

“The Monroe doctrine, which s en
vitally important to us, is elther di-
rectly  Involved or else apparently
threatened In the difficulties now exlat-
ing in three Central and South Ameris
enn states. Guatemala has  stopped
payment on ‘her  bonds, which are
largely held in England, and there are
indications that England I8 contem-
plating taking vigorous stepe Lo enforee
the payment of Interest to her bond-
holders, Sir Edward Grey, In the house
of commons, has intimated that Eng-
land proposes to look aft:r the rights
of her " bondholders  In Guaremaln.
There seems no method by which this
can be done except by sclzure of terel-
tory or by taking possegsion of Guate-
malan revenue, Iither of these courses
of action would be a violntion of the
Monvoe doctrine and could not possibly
bo permitted by the Unlted States, We
cannot allu{\‘ the establishment of any
British ;lrnlr-rlnruto In Central Amerien
or the repetition there of England's ace
tion in Bgypt. 1f England is permitted
to use forge In protecting her bond-
holders, in o very short time she might
get control of a number of South Amer-
lean states, the debta of which
chiefly held In London.

“The Guatemalan afale, however,
has tir;l yetl reached an acule stage, ns
has happensd In Nicaragua. In the
cake of Nlearvagun Great Britaln de-
mands an Indemnity for injuries to hier
consular representative and to British
eitizens and property. No  one, of
course, denles the right of England or
‘mny other couniryt to exact an In.
demnity from a forelgn nation for in-
juries infiicted upon her cltizens, but
the method of obtaining that Indemnity
|8 all imporant. If it Is to be secured
by treaty, we, of course, have nothing
to say; but If, on the other hand, In
order to get an Indemnity from Nicara-
gua England proceeds either to wselze
territory or to take in any way partlal
or complete control of the Nicaraguan
government, an infraction of the Mon-
roe doétriné at once ocours, to which

“In Venezuela the case I8 far more
gerlous than anywhere else, There the
Monroe doctrine has been actually vio-
lated, and it 18 owing to our neglect that
the eltuation has arisen. For a long
period England has been pushing for-
ward, under one pretext or another, the
boundary of Gulana and absorbing
Venezuelnn territory, which the Vene-
2uclan government was too weak to
prevent. This selzure of territory has
been more aggressive on the part of
Great Britain, with the well-defined
purpose of gotting control of the
mouths of the Orinoco, & matter of
grave Importance, like all other great
waterways, Lo the extension of British
commerce, of which England never

wes glght. This continuous and In-
creasling selsure of terrlitory 18 an In-
fringement of the Monroe doctrine of
the worst kind, for it Is establishing
Furopean authority over American ters
ritory not Jnwfully In the possession of
England at the time of the declaration |
by M. Adams of the Monroe docetrine,

LEGISLATIVE TOPICS,

Harrishurg, April 1.—Several lquor
laws are on the calendar here.  OFf these
some have already been noted. One
thiet has not §s that introduced by Sena-
tor Stlles, which {# now on third read- |
Ing In the senate, I amends the pres- |
ent wholesale law so that the lleense |
fees ahall be pald into the treasuries of
the respective municipalities in wheh
the lHeensed places are located. The
money paild into any township treas-
ury I8 to be applied to Keeping the roads
in good repair. An Important amend-
ment which was added on second read-
Ing makes it lawful for brewers to sell
the llgors of thelr own manufacture
to lleensed dealers only without progur-
ing a leense from the court of quarter
sesslons, but upon the payment of §1,500
annually Into the eounty treasury,
Where more than one brewery is lo-
cated In the same county, an additionn)
gum of §L000 shall be pald for each
additional brewery. The passage of
this net would remove brewers from the
Jurlgdiction of the license court, unless
they also took out a wholesale Hecnhse,
An act having practically the game ab-
Ject as the Intter amendment has been
Introduced by Benator Steel, and {8 now
on second reading.

The Grigshy Bill,

In the house the only liquor bill which
has reached the third reading ealendar
I8 the Grigsby bill 4o prevent adultern-
tion of liguors. It provies that who-
ever adulterates for the purpose of sale,
any spirituous, aleoholie or malt Hguor
used or intended for drink or medieal
or mechanieal purposes with cocnius
indious, wvitriol, grains of pazadise,
oplum, alum, eapsicum, copperas, laurel
water, logwood, Brazil wood, cochineal,
augar of lead, uloes, glucose, t:'lmllc‘

acld, or any other substance which is
polgonous or injurious to health, or with
any substance not o necessary lngred-
lent In the manufacture thereof, and
whaever gells or olfers or keeps for sale
any such llguors o adulterated, shall
be fined In any sum not more than $100
or imprisoned not more than 60 d.‘u's,\
or hath, at the diseretion of the ecourt. |
It I8 made the duty of state dalry and
food commissioners to enforee provi-
glons of this luw,

"IN Relating to Minors,

A bl which I8 belng vigorously op-
posed by the vetall liguor dealers Is that
Introduced Ly Representative Gowld, of
Erle, to prevent minors from obtaining
Intoxienting liquor, making It a mlade-
meanor to procure the same by falsely
representing the age of any minor or to
knowingly or negligently furnish intox-
fenting lguora to minors. Minors mis-
representing thelr ages in order to pro-
cure lquors are made punishable by a
fine not exceeding 8100 or an Imprison-
ment not excecding ninety days, elther
or both, at the diserstlon of the court.
Where the shoe pinches, however, Is in
the aecond section, which provides that
any pergon who shall wilfully, know-
Ingly or negligently In any manner
furnigh intoxicating liquors to any
minor, or to another person to be
delivered ‘4o any minor, shall be gullty
of a mlgdemennor, and upon convictlon
shall be sentenced to pay a fine of not
less than $60 por more than $600, and
undergo an imprisonment for not lesa
twenty days nor more than ninety days,
Liguor men say that under the pro-
viglons of this act there I8 no protection
for them against belng Imposed upon
by deslgning people, and that they have
no means of knowlng whether lquor
purchuged of them shall be furnished

to minors or not,

One Bill That Liguor Men Favor,

The retail liquor dealers, on the other
hand, are vigorously urging the passage
of the Mackrell bill, which 1s to wipe
out the rapldly growlng competition of
the fancy grocery stores and certaln
wholesnle dealers who make a speclal-
ty of supplying families with llquors in
quart bottles, The proposed act, which
Is belng supported by the recently or-
ganlzed state leagus of Retall Liquor
Dealers, provides that no grocer or
wholesale dealer shall sell less than one
gallon of spirituous or vinous lHquor.
Eveérybody desiring a bottle of llquor
for household uses would under this act
be compelled to go to a retall liquor
galoon for It and the grocers would
practically be forced out of the busi-

noess, as most of thelr gales are In quart
bottles for family use, The bill would
nlgo seriously cripple the growing trade
in American wines, which 18 belng
lnrgely conducted through the grocery
storesy,
